THE SHRINER’S PLEDGE 


When the Color Guard presents the Colors, the 
Potentate will cause the Nobility to come to atten- 
tion and salute. After the salute is rendered, the 
following pledge will be recited in unison (the right 
hand extended in the direction of the Colors): 


I pledge allegiance to my Flag, to 
the principles for which it stands, 
one Brotherhood, indivisible, with 
Liberty and Justice for all. 


(Please commit this pledge to memory) 


SALUTING THE COLORS 


When a Noble is wearing the Fez, it is not neces- 
sary for him to remove it when the Colors pass. It is 
a part of his Shrine uniform. He should stand at 
attention, and when the Colors are within six paces 
at a point directly opposite his position, execute the 
right hand salute, holding it until after the Colors 
have passed, and then drop the right arm to its 
normal position. In the event the Colors pass the 
same point more than once, as frequently happens 
at Ceremonials, it is not necessary to salute a second 
time. 


EXPLANATION OF THE PLEDGE 


In the pledge we are accustomed to using the 
words “‘to the Flag of the United States of America.’ 
When the Imperial Council adopted the Pledge it 
was taken into consideration that the jurisdiction 
of the Shrine extended throughout North America, 
and that Canada and Mexico were affiliated with 
the organization. As a courteous gesture the words 
‘my Flag’ were used. My Flag meaning the Flag 
of the respective countries. Therefore in this pledge 
it means to us, ‘‘the Flag of the United States of 
America.”

Some years ago it was customary to hold four regular cere- 
monials—divided into a Spring, Summer, Fall and Winter 
arrangement.

I also know that to take several thousand from the 
none too rugged bank balance is going to make Mister Balance 
say: ‘“‘And is my face red!” 

I am not forgetting that if 1 have no luck, and you Nobles 
do not get the new members that are needed to produce some 
income, and if on top of that the payment of dues shrinks below 
the receipts of last year, it is going to be just too bad for one 
potentate, and he will get plenty of slams instead of salaams. 

Maybe as long as I try to spread what there is to ‘give, to all 
the members, and that is my intention, you won’t hate me for 
trying. 

Anyhow, I am for action. 

So, “‘let’s have another cup of coffee and let’s have another 
piece of pie’ —I guess we will make it strawberry short-cake! 

I'll be seeing you June 15. . 

Meanwhile, if you will play the part of a “Royal Mountie”’ 
and get your man, it will help, it will help, for we sure do need 
candidates.

SHRINE CLUBS 


In many Temples there are Shrine Clubs to promote good- 
fellowship among the Nobles who live in the cities and towns 
of contiguous areas, within the jurisdictional lines of the 
Temples. With the exception of New Bedford, where the 
southeastern section is covered, and Worcester, in the central 
district, Aleppo members have not organized such Clubs. 

There is more to be got from the Shrine than attending an 
infrequent Ceremonial in Boston, and a Club of good person- 
nel, conducted on proper lines by intelligent leadership, can 
produce the best of social activities, lead to a broader personal 
acquaintance, and promote general good will among the 
members. 

There is more to the Shrine than wearing a pin, and good 
fellows should get together more often, for, “the more we are 
together, the happier we’ll be.” 

In every section there are many Nobles who have much in 
common, whose interests in community affairs are much the 
same, and who, if they had a closer friendship, could achieve 
things that would be of general benefit to the community. 

In New Bedford, for example, every crippled child is sought 
out at Christmas time and made happy by the generous con- 
sideration of big-hearted Shriners. 

It should be understood, of course, that the Code requires 
the permission or approval of the proper representative of the 
Temple to organize such Clubs, and that reasonable restrictions 
and supervision are imposed. 


A Shrine Club can be made a valuable adjunct to the Temple.
